FE OR to ſuch I now write, there are two prophe- 

tical Paſſages (as well as many others) eſpecially 
which are literally fulfilled in the Ringleaders of the 
Quakers. The firſt that I ſhall mention, i, 1 Tim iv. 
1, 2. New the Syirit ſpeaketh expreſly, that in the latter 
Times fome ſhall depart from the Faith, giving heed to 
ſeducing Spirits, and Doctrine of Devils; ſpeaking Lies in 
Hypocrifie, having their Conſcience ſeared with a hot Ion. 
Tnis J have already ſpoken to ſufficiently in the fore- 
going. The 2d is Matthew xxiv. 4, 55 24. Take beed 
(faith Jeſus) zbat no Man deceive you ;, for many ſhall come 
in my Name, ſaying, I am Chriſt, and ſhall deceive many. 
For there ſhall ariſe falſe Chriſts, and falſe P,ophets, and

And when I conſider how many Times in our Ser- 
vice-Book, and other Books and Prayers, we pray for 
this, that, and the oiher Favours and Bicflings, we 
pray for them, and that for the Sake of Jeſus Chriſt, 
his meritorious Death and Paſſion, as our Redeem- 
er, Advocate, and Interceſſor at the Right Hand of 


God: I fay, when J have deeply weighed theſe things, 
and ſee how few have a Word to fay, in Defence of 


his Holy Goſpel, and in Vindication of the Honour 


and Dignity of his Perſon, in Anſwer to the Qua- 


kers grand Deluſions, I could do no lefs than this once 
more ſhew my Love and high Eſteem for both. I 
remember a notable Queſtion, propoſed by our Saviour 
Like vii.
